Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  duty  to  lay  before  you  the  report  for  the  year 
1895 — the  first  made  to  you  as  a  separate  body. 

The  total  area  of  your  district  is  60,040  acres,  with  an 
estimated  population  of  5,922.  There  is  considerable  difficulty 
in  obtaining  this  estimate  with  any  satisfaction,  for  if  the 
decrease  is  taken  as  going  on  at  the  same  rate  as  it  did  from 
1881 — 1891,  then  there  are  few  parishes  to  which  it  would 
apply  ;  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  certainly  not  stationary. 

The  births  during  the  year  numbered  188,  against  154  in 
the  preceding  year,  when  the  rate  was  higher  than  usual. 

During  the  same  period  79  deaths  were  recorded,  against  64 
in  the  preceding  year,  giving  a  rate  on  the  above  estimate  of 
13*3  per  mille.  Their  distribution  during  the  year  is  shown  in 
the  following  table  (C)  and  under  different  headings  from  those 
required  in  Table  A.

The  death-rate  from  infectious  diseases  is  a  little  less  than 
•5  per  mille,  and  includes  one  each  from  Diphtheria,  Whooping 
Cough,  and  Septicemia. 


One  only  of  these  came  under  the  Notification  Act,  and  the 
total  number  of  new  cases  thus  brought  to  our  notice  was  only 
13 — mostly  isolated  attacks. 

Measles  and  Rotheln  have  invaded  some  of  the  villages,  and  in 
January  West  Heslerton  School  was  closed  on  account  of  the 
former. 

None  of  the  diseases  of  animals  generally  recognised  as  com¬ 
municable  to  man  have  appeared  during  the  year,  nor  did  a 
disease  which  killed  large  numbers  of  young  sheep,  and  which 
had  consolidation  of  the  lung  for  one  of  its  chief  morbid  changes, 
cause  illness  in  human  beings.  Tubercle,  too,  is  responsible  in 
your  district  for  a  smaller  number  of  deaths  than  usual,  and  it  is

decreasing  in  the  country  as  a  whole.  Advances  in  our  know¬ 
ledge  of  this  affection  show  that  it  may  be  introduced  into  the 
human  body  in  the  flesh  of  tuberculous  animals  ;  clearly,  then, 
the  use  of  this  flesh  should  be  prevented,  but  it  is  very  difficult, 
especially  in  wide  rural  districts  where  there  are  many  private 
slaughter-houses.  Again  I  feel  certain  that  the  majority  of  our 
butchers  are  absolutely  ignorant  of  the  risks  which  follow  the  use 
of  such  meat,  and  I  could  cite  instances  where  evidence  of  the 
disease  was  looked  upon  by  men  of  experience  as  a  mere 
curiosity. 

Though  infectious  diseases  have  been  at  a  low  ebb,  I  would 
point  out  to  you  that  this  cannot  always  be  so,  that  there 
is  no  provision  for  any  emergency,  in  the  shape  of  isolation,  and 
that  we  cannot  under  the  present  arrangements,  disinfect 
sufficiently  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  disease.  What  I  would 
suggest  is  that  two  or  more  adjoining  authorities  should  obtain 
a  disinfecting  apparatus  for  use  in  common,  and  so  enable  us  to 
deal  with  many  articles  of  too  much  value  to  be  treated  in  any 
other  way. 

Of  other  matters  which  have  had  your  attention,  the  Killing- 
ton  Water-supply  is  a  recurrent  one,  and  is  in  abeyance,  being 
in  this  stage,  that  three  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  from 
wells  in  the  village  and  condemned  by  the  analyst,  whilst  a 
fourth  from  a  spring  suggested  as  a  possible  source  of  supply 
proved  to  be  good  and  wholesome. 

The  village  of  Howsham  has  had  a  supply  laid  on  by  the 
owner,  but  cannot  yet  be  said  to  be  complete  or  satisfactory. 
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I  have  examined  and  reported  on  cases  of  overcrowding  at 
Leavening,  on  alleged  cases  at  Langton  and  Langton  Wold,  and 
on  uninhabitable  bouses  at  East  Heslerton  and  Rillington. 
These  latter  have  since  been  destroyed. 

Appended  are  the  Inspector’s  Report  and  a  Record  of  the 
Rainfall  for  the  Year.
